Platform Invited Revenge. 


"Not until Hie captains of the 
re- 
publican party shot at the president 
of the United States, did the Mexican 
outlaws shoot, at the soldiers of the 
American president," lie said. 


The platform declaration Senator 
(Lewis characterized as "a summons ;o 
Carranza and Villa to revenge the en- 
trance of American soldiers into Mex- 
ico, 
and the interference of America 
'in her internal affairs." 


"It was the republican convention," 
said Mr. Lewis, "which slew the sol- 
diers at Carrizal." 
He 
assailed 
ef- 
forts of the 
republican leaders to 
make Mexico the issue "without re- 
gards to facts, equity or justice." 


"Revolt against the government at 
Washington as to Mexico—that is the 
issue," he declared. 
"Denounce the 
president as to Mexico—for that is the 
issue.

American Manufactures Was 


$24,000,000,000 In 1914.

Washington, Aug. 5.—Value of man- 
ufactures in the United States was 
$24,246,323,000 in 1914, the census bu- 
reau reported today in announcing its 
preliminary statement of general re- 
sults of the latest census of manufac- 
tures. 
In the five year period from 
1909, the date o£ the previous census, 
manufactures increased $3,574,271,000 
in value, or 17.3 per cent. 
In the same period the 1914 census 
manufacturers have made rapid in- 
creases but no estimate of their value 
for this year has been made by the 
census bureau. 
Increases were found in all items 
except proprietors' and firm members, 
which decreased 3.1 per cent. Salar- 
ies increased 37.2 per cent, capital 
23.7, salaried employes 22 per cent, 
primary horsepowei 20.7; wages 19 
per cent, materials 18.3 per cent, value 
of products 17.3 per cent, value added 
by manufactures 15.8 per cent; wage 
earners 6.4 per cent, and number of 
establishments 2.7. 
Capital invested was $22,790,880,000,

84,362,610,000 over 1909 
Persons engaged number 8,265,426 of 
whom 7,036,327 were wage earners
